EMIGRANTS  LEFT  TO  THEMSELVES. 

A  Government  cotemporary  has  maladroitly 
drawn  attention  to  one  of  the  many  practical  illus¬ 
trations  of  the  evil  attendant  on  the  undirected 
emigration  of  crowds  of  humble  and  ill-informed 
people.  The  great  case  made  for  State  interposition 
oy  the  friends  of  the  present  popular  movement  is, 
that  left  without  guiaance  and  help,  three  out  of 
every  four  emigrants  go  to  New  York,  where  fre¬ 
quently  they  find  it  impossible  to  get  work,  or  to 
ascertain  where  work  is  to  be  had  at  a  paying  price. 
Thei*e  they  swarm  and  hang  about  in  multitudes, 
hungry  and  angry,  disconsolate  and  distressed, 
unable  to  comfort  or  aid  one  another,  and  daily 
exhausting  more  and  more  utterly  the  little  store 
which  instinct  has  taught  them  to  take  with  them 
from  home.  No  record  will  ever  teU  how  many 
during  the  last  five-and-twenty  years  have  perished 
in  this  wiw  on  a  foreign  strand ;  but,  according  to 
our  anti-Colonial  friends,  this  is  inevitable,  if  not 
as  it  should  ba  The  picture  of  confusion  and 


the  patterns  of  articles  manufactured  in  the  lAbors- 
tory,  with  that  of  reporting  upon  contracts,  and  with 
the  supplies  received  from  contractors,  should  be 
free  from  any  pecuniary  interest  connected  there¬ 
with.”  To  these  views  Colonel  Boxer  also  demurs, 
and  in  a  pamphlet*  of  eighty-three  closely-printed 
pages  seeks  to  prove  that  he  is  a  very  ill-used  nm 
We  differ  from  him,  and  think  that  on  the  principle  (rf 
its  being  never  too  late  to  mend,  the  Government 
have  acted  wisely  and  well.  We  entirely  concur 
in  the  view  that  an  officer  holding  a  post  of  honour 
and  distinction,  with  a  liberal  salary,  is  bound  to 
exercise  inventive  ingenuity  as  well  as  adminis¬ 
trative  talent  for  the  public  benefit.  A  very 
grave  question  is,  indeed,  raised,  whether  he 
should  be  permitted  to  patent  his  inventions? 
From  Iris  position  he  has  facilities  for  inves¬ 
tigation,  comparison,  and  experiment,  denied 
to  his  less-favoured  rivals  in  the  field  of  in¬ 
vention  ;  and  the  state  of  things  Colonel  Boxer 
would  like  to  establish  would  amount  to  a  practical 
monopoly  of  inventive  power,  detrimental  to  the 
public  interests.  Free  trade  in  invention  is  as 
sound  a  principle  as  free-trade  in  commerce ;  and 
Colonel  Boxer  in  compelled  to  admit  that  “  much 
inconvenience  may  result  from  an  officer  in  his  posi¬ 
tion  holding  a  patent.”  The  least  inconverrienoe  that 
could  result  would  be  that  of  a  constantly  recurring 
suspicion  that  all  was  not  fair  as  between  the  offi¬ 
cial  patentee  and  unprotected  inventors  outside.  For 
instwce,  a  cartridge  might  be  designed,  made,  ex^ 
rimented  upon,  and  altered  ad  injinitum  within 
the  Arsenal  walls  at  great  expense  to  the  counti^! 
it  might  be  a  plagiarism,  intentional  or  otherwMC, 
upon  that  of  an  outside  inventor,  who  with  a  better 
and  cheaper  article  would  be  unable  to  compel©  on 
fair  terms  with  his  official  rival.  Thus  injus^ 
would  be  done,  and  the  public  service  suffer  in  efr 
ciency.  We  are  not  sure,  indeed,' that  something  of 
the  kind  has  not  been  done  already  in  the  present 
case.

It  has  been  said  by  some  one  that  the  next  best

Inventive  genius,  however,  is  not 
dissociated  from  ideas  of  ^min.  Colonel  Boxer  had 
no  mind  to  invent  for  the  love  of  the  thing,  nor  did 
he^  consider  that  he  had  any  right  to  do  it  ex  offi.cio. 
His  patents  were  assigned,  we  presume  “  for  a  con¬ 
sideration,”  to  a  private  manufacturinfr  firm.  In

NEW  ZEALAND’S  REPLY. 

Sir, — The  dispatch  of  the  New  Zealand  Govern¬ 
ment,  in  reply  to  that  of  Lord  Granville  of  Oct.  7, 
which  insisted  on  the  removal  of  the  18th  Regi¬ 
ment,  notwithstanding  the  offer  of  the  Colony  to 
pav  the  colonial  rate  for  its  maintenance,  is  now 
belore  us.  It  is  dated  7th  January,  before  the  troops 
had  actually  left,  and  when  there  was  still  a  hope 
that  the  knowledge  of  the  Commissioners  being  on 
their  way  home  to  represent  fully  the  views  of  the 
Colony  would  arrest  the  carrying  out  of  those 
I  peremptory  orders. 

This  important  document  shows  that  the  tempo¬ 
rary  retention  of  the  regiment  by  General  Chute 
had,  for  the  time,  averted  great  calamities,  but  repre¬ 
sents  that  the  negotiations  with  the  natives  for  a 
permanent  peace  would  be  much  endangered  if  the 
troops  were  prematurely  withdrawn — their  moral 
support,  though  confined  for  the  last  three  years 
strictly  to  garrison  duties,  having  proved  of  essential 
service. 

Mr  Gisborne’s  memorandum  cites  Mr  Gladstone’s 
declaration,  when  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in 
18G4,  that  "  the  policy  which  led  to  the  war  that 
still  lingered  on,^’  had  not  been  exclusively  that  of 
the  Colony,  for  "  the  Home  Government  had  ap¬ 
proved  it,  and  were  so  far  responsible  for  it”  It 
shows  demonstratively  that  the  Home  Govern¬ 
ment  were  responsible  for  the  confiscation  policy, 
and  cites  the  well-known  treaty  by  which  the  Bri¬ 
tish  Crown  assumed  the  sovereignty  and  with  it 
the  responsibilities  of  Government.  Notwithstand¬ 
ing  the  harsh  and  unjust  treatment  which  it  com¬ 
plains  of,  and  which  it  considers  “  to  be  scarcely 
susceptible  of  any  other  explanation  than  a  desire 
to  abandon  the  country  ana  to  sever  its  connexion 
with  the  empire,”  it  declares  that  "  nowhere  does 
there  exist  a  stronger  feeling  of  loyalty  to  her 
Majesty,  or  a  higher  value  attached  to  its  position 
as  an  integral  part  of  the  empire.”  Finally  after 
adverting  to  the  impropriety  as  it  seemed  to  them,

COW-CROSS  EMIGRATION  SOCIETY. 


Sir, — In  Cow  Cross,  or  “  Ragged  London  in  the 
Centro,”  we  have  enrolled  as  memlwrs  of  the  above 
society  four  hundred  families  of  able-bodied  work¬ 
men — not  paujiers,  or  persons  of  bad  character,  but 
steady,  hard-working  people,  artisans  and  labourers 
who  aie  neaily  reduced  to  a  state  of  destitution, 
misery,  and  despair.  Tliere  is  no  prospect  of  w'ork 
for  them,  they  have  exhausted  their  little  savings, 
have  withdrawn  their  funds  from  benefit  societies, 
have  sold  their  furniture,  and  pawned  their  tools  for 
food.  Emigration  is  the  safety-valve  of  tlie  free 
labour  market.  The  Government  of  Canada  will 
receive  skilled  and  unskilled  labour,  but  not  paupers; 
20,000  labourers  and  artilicei’s  would  be  sure  of 
work  over  there.  Surely',  then,  if  work  cannot  be 
brought  to  where  there  is  labour,  we  ought  to  send 
the  labour  to  where  there  is  work.  Parochial  aid 
has  been  refused.  Our  workhouse  is  already  over¬ 
crowded  ;  the  burden  of  poor-rates  is  becoming 
intolerable.  The  Briti.sh  and  Colonial  Emigration 
Fund  ofi’er  to  assist  a  limited  number,  who  can  con¬ 
tribute  iil.  and  upwards  each  statute  adult  (single 
men,  5L).

TJie  Boyal  Mint,  its  Working,  Conduct,  and 
Operationa  Fully  and  Practically  Explained, 
&c.  By  George  F.  Ansell.  Effingham  Wilson. 

When,  near  the  end  of  last  Session,  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Exchequer  quietly  intimated  to  the 
House  that  a  fractional  charge  ought  to  be  made  to 
assist  in  defraying  the  cost  of  the  mintage  of  tlie 
countrj%  he  probably  liad  a  shrewd  knowledge  of  a 
growing  mismanagement  at  the  Royal  Mint,  and  he 
may  have  had  good  reasons  for  refraining  from 
any  further  allusion,  at  that  time,  to  the  subject. 
Mr  Lowe  well  knew  that  the  establishment  had 
already  entailed  a  large  loss  upon  the  country,  and 
would  appear  again  and  again  in  his  Budget  for 
an  ugly  figure;  while,  on  the  contrary,  if  the 
coinage  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  private  firm 
it  might  be  made  a  considerable  source  of  profit. 
This  was,  doubtless,  also  his  reason  for  refusing  to 
fill  up  the  vacant  mastership  of  the  Mint,  and  for 
coming  before  the  country  with  a  short  and  sharp 
Bill  to  vest  in  himself  and  future  Chancellors  of  the 
Exchequer  “all  duties,  powers,  and  authorities  im¬ 
posed  upon,  or  to  be  transacted  before  the  Master 
of  the  Mint  ” ;  and  that  they  “  be  performed  and 
exercised  before  him  or  his  sufficient  deputy.” 

The  Royal  Mint  has  for  some  time  past  been  under 
a  cloud.  This,  doubtless,  has  arisen  out  of  the  circum¬ 
stance  tliat  the  Master’s  appointment  was  for  years  a 
Government  reward  given  to  some  political  adhe¬ 
rent.  When,  by  chance,  it  fell  to  the  lot  of  a  man 
with  scientific  attainments  it  was  equally  fatal,  for 
he  was  not  required  to  have  any  previous  knowledge 
of  the  specialities  pertaining  to  mintage ;  nor  was 
he  expected  to  give  liis  whole  time  and  attention  to 
his  office.  He  was  simply  expected  to  look  in  occa¬ 
sionally,  and  learn  from  his  deputy,  who  resided  on 
the  spot,  how  the  work  was  going  on.  As  to 
whether  the  cost  was  more  or  less  a  profit  or  loss 
to  the  country  was  no  part  of  his  duty  ;  and  this, 
apparently,  in  no  way  troubled  him.  With  such  a 
state  of  things  we  naturally  look  for  the  result 


Edward  VI.  as  well  as  the  35th  Elizabeth.  Charles, 
who  was  not  free  from  the  vices  of  the  present  day’ 
became  associated  with  an  “  African  Gold  Company ’’ 
of  the  period,  and  as  the  gold  came  from  Guinea, 
the  coins  produced  from  that  gold  were  termed 
“  guineas,”  and  never  circulated  for  less,  though  often 
more,  than  twenty-two  shillings  in  nominal  value. 
It  is  a  popular  error  to  suppose  that  any  one  can 
send  gold  to  the  Mint  to  be  coined  into  money ;  for 
the  Act  specifies  that  this  service  shall  only  be 
rendered  “  after  such  day  as  shall  be  named  and 
appointed  in  and  by  any  Royal  proclamation.” 
Since  no  proclamation  has  ever  been  made,  it  has 
become  a  monopoly  vested  in  the  Bank  of  England, 
and  this  body,  it  is  well  known,  makes  a  good  thing 
out  of  it.  However,  it  is  only  a  short  time  since  Mr 
Tomline,  M.P.,  insisted  upon  sending  bullion  to  the 
Mint,  as  he  contended,  to  assert  the  right  of  a  fi-ee 
Mint;  and  it  appears  that  he  is  likely  to  have  his  way, 
for  the  Deputy-Master  replied  to  him  that  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Excheijuer  is  alxiut  to  propose  the  repeal 
of  the  Act  56  Geo.  III.  cap.  68.  By  the  Act  7  and  8 
of  Victoria,  the  Bank  of  England  purchases  bullion, 
previously  melted  and  assayed  at  the  cost  of  the 
seller,  at  the  rate  of  3Z.  17s.  9d  .jier  ounce  of  standard 
gold,  paying  for  it  in  Bank  of  England  notes.  In 
this  way  it  is  estimated  that  tlie  Bank  has  the 
advantage  of  the  unreported  as.say  fractions,  and 
of  the  invariable  turn  of  the  scale  ;  and  thus 
makes  a  profit  of  about  2,000^.  on  each  million  of 
coinage  :  for  Hie  Mint  returns  to  the  Bank  the  pre¬ 
cise  quantity  it  receives,  or  pays  for  any  loss  by 
cheque,  as  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  Par¬ 
liamentary  Report  presented  to  the  House  of  Lords, 
February  17,  1870.

“  But  it  would  be  wrong,”  writes  Mr  Ansell,  “  to 
say  that  no  legitimately  avjMre^U  loss  takes  place 
in  the  coining  process.  If,  nowever,  the  whole  cir¬ 
cumstances  be  fairly  examined,  it  will  be  found 
that,  after  deducting  all  waste,  an  appreciable  gain 
should  be  exhibited,  because,  as  metallic  matter 
cannot  be  lost,  it  follows  that  in  careful  hands  every 
particle  is  capable  of  being  recovered  at  the  end  of 
the  coinage.  Now,  this  fact,  so  patent  to  the  un¬ 
skilled  in  the  precious  metals,  was  never  applied  to 
the  operations  of  the  Mint  until,  in  1856,  Mr  Ansell 
became  connected  with  it.  He  demonstrated 
to  the  Master  that  unless  the  floors  were  paved 
many  inches  thick  with  gold  bullion,  which  was 
stated  to  be  “wasted,”  the  large  sum  of  494^. 
in  the  average  on  every  million  of  sovereigns 
coined  must  be  absolutely  volatilised.  Now,  this 
is  so  utterly  absurd  that  it  is  very  surprising 
the  Master  should  for  a  single  day  have  permitted 
such  waste  to  go  on.  It  is  less  remarkable  to  find 
the  gentleman  inducted  into  the  mismanaged  esta- 


an<i  whether  the  coina  be  exchanged  here  or  abroad,  the 
reduction  must  be  borne.  Whereas,  if  it  were  determined 
to  charge  the  importer  for  the  cost  of  coining,  and  for  that 
alone,  no  tax  could  fall  on  individuals — a  system  which  must 
be  unjust,  and  the  coin  would,  by  this  burden,  be  restricted 
in  its  power  of  side  as  bullion,  so  small  a  sum  as  one-eighth 
of  one  per  cent,  having  frequently  determined  the  sending 
of  coin  rather  than  of  bullion,  b^use  when  the  exchanges 
are  nearly  equal,  merchants  thus  save  the  cost  of  assaying, 
which,  inclusive  of  loss  of  interest,  &c.,  amounts  to  2s.  6a. 
per  IDO/.  To  fix,  then,  the  sura  proper  to  be  charged  for  the 
coining  of  gold  is  a  practically  simple  affair,  if  it  be  desired, 
as  should  to  the  case,  to  protect  our  coinage  from  conversion 
into  bullion,  to  the  profit  of  special  merchants,  but  to  the  loss 
of  the  nation. 

Mr  Ansell  shows  that  the  exaet  cost  can  easily 
be  determined,  and  that  this  should  be  the  maximum 
limit  of  a  Mint  charge  or  mintage ;  for  it  is  reason-

And  yet  the  retention  of  the  regiment  on  any  terms  is 
refused  upon  political  considerations  which,  if  they  have 
any  force,  had  exactly  the  same  force  three  years  ago  when 
the  Imperial  Government  were  willing,  without  payment 
and  unsolicited,  to  leave  one  regiment  in  New  Zealand. 
And  during  the  course  of  these  three  years,  in  all  the 
voluminous  correspondence  which  has  passed  respecting  the 
retention  of  this  regiment,  the  Imperial  Government  never 
indicated  their  intention  to  reject  all  terms ;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  they  have  repeatedly  implied  that  the  absence  of 
any  proposal  on  the  part  of  the  colony  to  pay  for  the  regi¬ 
ment  was  the  reason  why  it  was  to  removed,  and  have 
in  effect  invited  the  colony  to  make  such  proposal.” 

The  reply  points  out,  in  answer  to  the  objection  that  the 
presence  of  one  regiment  would  implicate  the  Imperial 
Government  in  colonial  war,  that  already  during  three 
years  of  active  hostilities  not  one  Imperial  soldier  has  been 
called  on  to  fire  a  shot  or  to  leave  his  garrison.  Yet  the 
presence  of  the  regiment  has  been  a  great  moral  support  to 
the  colony,  and  its  removal  would,  in  all  probability,  have 
extended  the  area  of  insurrection.

IMPERIAL  COLONISATION. 

The  Liverpool  Daily  Post  says  that  when  Diogenes,  in 
Lucian’s  Dialogue,  was  sending  messages  from  Hades  by 
Pollux  to  all  sorts  and  conditions  of  men,  he  wound  up  by 
saying,  “  Tell  your  countrymen,  the  Lacedamoniani,  from 
me,  that  they  are  enervated.”  Pollux  had  accepted  sll 
the  other  commissions,  but  from  this  he  shrank ;  so  that 
unless  they  learnt  it  from  Lucian,  the  Lacedamonians 
remained  without  the  benefit  of  Diogenes’  opinion  of  their 
degeneracy.  Such  speakers  as  Sir  George  Grey  have  more 
cours^e  than  Pollux,  and  such  speeches  as  he  on 
Monday  at  St  George’s  Hall  declare  to  the  English  people, 
as  plainly  as  any  Diogenes  could  wish,  the  danger  in  which 
they  stand  of  falling  away  from  the  great  ideas  which 
created  the  British  empire.  Sir  George  Grey  is  as  Bonun 
a  veteran  as  ever  returned  to  the  Eternal  City  to  claim  the 
consulship ;  and  he  cannot  be  persuaded  that  the  Bonus 
spirit,  of  which  Britons  used  to  be  the  modem  exemplars, 
ought  to  die  out.  In  his  speech  he  put  very  clearly  before 
the  great  audience  at  St  George’s  Hall  the  grave  sad 
anxious  issue,  whether  it  is  to  be  tolerated  that  at  the  time 
when  this  country  most  needs  all  possible  scope  for  the 
enterprise  of  her  sons,  the  idea  of  disintegrating  the  empire 
should  be  entertained  by  our  statesmen.  This  we  believe 
will,  sooner  or  later,  be  the  greatest  political  issue  before

The  remaining  capital  to  bo  paid  up  within  five  years,  20 
per  cent,  each  year.  Notes  are  not  to  be  under  four  dollars, 
and  all  previous  issues  less  than  this  amount  are  to  be  called 
in,  and  replaced  by  Government  notes.  The  suspension  of 
specie  payments  for  a  period  of  ninety  days  will  constitute 
an  act  of  bankruptcy,  and  involve  the  forfeiture  of  the 
bank  s  charter.  No  president,  vice-president,  or  director  of 
any  bank  shall  hold  less  than  5,000  dollars  of  stock  in  the 
bank  he  represents,  and  the  aggregate  stock  held  by  the 
whole  Board  of  any  bank  shall  never  be  less  than  5  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  capital  of  the  bank.  Government  shall 
have  the  right  to  issue  7,000,000  dollars  in  Dominion 
notes,  4,000,000  dollars  of  which  shall  be  on  the  security  of 
debentures,  and  the  balance  on  a  reserve  of  gold, 

The  Directors  of  the  British  American  Laud  Company 
have  issued  their  report  for  the  past  year.  The  accounts 
show  a  sum  available  for  distribution  of  6,414/.  Is.  6d.,  and 
a  dividend  is  recommended  of  1/.  per  share,  which  will 
absorb  6,000/.,  leaving  414/.
